licensed shall ue subject to the pro- 
visions of this by-'aw, that isto say; 

Sub-section £. Ever; hawker, ped- 
lar or petty chapman, or ovher person 
who carries ¢a a petty irade or who 
goes from giace to piece, or to ovher 
housesyeon foot or with any ani- 
ynul beuriug or drawing any geods, 
wares or merchandise; and the license 
fec o ill be $2 per day. Provided, that 
the anding committee on iicensie 
way for good cause in any special case 

-duce the license fee 10 such sum as 
hee may see fit. 

Sub-section k. Everr ccmmercial 

traveller or other person selling goods, 
wares or merchandise or other eifects 
of any kind whatsoever, or offering the 
aime for sale by sainsle cards, speci- 
mens, or ot beryise, for 2 on account 
of any merchant, manufacturer, 
o her persen, selling directly 
consumer, not having his principal 
place of Dustness in the town; and the 
license fes shall be $20 per week.”
